(V, The American postal system 
has 


inaugurated many special services of 
real commercial value to citizens and 
taxpayers. It hauls heavy non-letter 
mail, such as merchandise packages 
by cheap paccel-post; it flashes letters 
across the nation overnight by airmail 
—but fundamentally the greatest single 
service the postal system performs is 
its original job, linking every home in 
the nation with every other home by a 
single 3-ccnt stamp. 


Americans are great travelers. More 


thiin the people of any other nation 
Americans move their residence from 
one city to another, from this section 
to that one. But their original home, 
no matter how far they have gone 
from it, still remains just around the 
corner—for letters travel fast and 
cheaply.

And it is this universal service, per- 


formed for the common people of a 
great and united nation, that National 
Letter-Writing Week celebrates. 


It is a reminder of an obligation to 


write, if you had forgotten to; and a 
reminder that the finest postal service 
on earth stands ready to serve you.

year's cotton crop at 12,741,000 bales 
of 500 pounds gross weight, as indicat- 
ed by October 1 conditions. 


The crop forecast was at 12,772,000 a 
f .month aRo. Last year's crop was 11,- 


817,000 bales. Average production dur- 
ing the ten years from 1929-38 was 13,- 
546,000 bales. 


Condition of the crop October 1 is 


72 per cent normal as compared with 
G8 for a year ago and 63 for the 10 
''•year average. 


The acre yield is 250 pounds as in- 


dicated by October 1 conditions com- 
pared with ZW.7 pounds n month ago 
and 237.D produced last year and 189.1 
pou»d5 for a ten year average. 
£ Arkansas conditions are 78 per cent 


normal and indicated an acre yield 
of 343 pounds and total production of 
1,505,000 bales.

Contest Trial 
Gets Underway 
Here Tuesday 


County Judges' 
Contest Is 
Expected to Lost 
Two Weeks 


The long awaited Hcmpstead county 


Judge contest case got underway here 
Tuesday morning; taking the place of 
the regular circuit court docket which 
was postponed until November 12. 


Miss Annie Jean Walker and John 


L. Wilson were the only witnesses to 
take the stand Tuesday morning. Dur- 
ing the afternoon session a list of 
voters, who have been questioned by 
Wilson, was combed and the reason 
for questioning each one is being sub- 
mitted to the court. This list includes 
several hundred names from precincts 
all over the county. 


Nothing definite is expected to bo 


reached until later on in the week 
when qualifications of the voters will 
be looked into. The trial is expected 
to last about two weeks or longer. 


The contest was filed here by Mr. 


Wilson after the County Democratic 
Central Committee had certified Fred 
Luck as county judge by a nine-vote 
margin. 
The unofficial 
count 
had 


given John Wilson a three-vote lead. 
Errors in three boxes on the official 
count were in Mr. Luck's favor over- 
turning the three-vote lead held by 
Mr. Wilson. 


In the Nevada circuit court at Pres- 


cott September 24, Judge Dexter Bush 
overruled a demurrer, in Fred Luck's 
behalf, asking that the contest be dis- 
missed.

To Discuss Gas 
Rate in Hope 


Committee to 
Meet La.-Ark. Of- 
ficials Wednesday 


The Gas Consumers Committee of 


Hope will meet officials of the Ark- 
ansas Louisiana Gas company in an 
executive conference here some time 
Wednesday to discuss the ultimatum 
given the company by the city at the 
meeting of the State Utilities Com- 
mission in Little Rock October 1. 


After 
the state 
commission 
had 


demanded, and the company had ac- 
cepted, October 1, a new over-all re- 
sidential, rate making the first gen- 
eral bracket 45c per thousand cubic 
feet, instead of the present net rate 
of 55c, the Gas Consumers Committee 
told the state commission and the 
gas company that Hope was entitled 
to a 30c rate and would establish a 
municipal gas system, if necessary, 
to get it. 


'Arkansas Louisiana Gas company of- 


ficials then requested a meeting with 
the committee in Hope this Wednes- 
day, which was agreed to. 


Hope's contention is that this is the 


only city in Arkansas with compet- 
ing gas pipelines, and the city's con- 
sumers are therefore entitled to pre 
fcrential treatment.

If a dominion status were devised 


for the Philippines, whereby the Fili- 
oinos would have absolute control 
over their internal affairs, such as 
Australia and Canada have as domin- 
ions within the British Empire, it 
would be up to the United States 
to guarantee Philippine defense and 
make the islands proof against in- 
vasion. Thp cost would be tremen- 
dous and the success of the defense 
would be doubtful from the start. 


If the United States decides the Phil- 


ippines are too rich a prize to be 
thrown away, perhaps the only solut- 
ion is for the American government 
to take over the islands completely 
and run their internal as well as 
their external affairs. Just how this 
might be done is uncertain. 


Status Quo Has Drawbacks 


If the U. S. took over the islands 


giving them territorial government 
such as Alaska and Hawaii now have 
many of the problems could be solv- 
ed. But opposing this, as well as the 
idea of taking over absolute control 
of the islands, is the heritage of the 
independence movement. 
President 


Quezon and the Filipino leaders now 
in office could hardly be expectec 
to jump down from the pedestals 
they have mounted to shout the doc- 
trines of "Philippines ' for Filipinos.' 


And so it would seem that Uncle 


Sam has the 
Philippine

caught squarely by the tail. He can't 
let go and he can't pull in the tail 
band over hand, till he sits firmly 
astride its back with a half-Nelson 
on the horns. 


Even the status quo has its draw- 


backs. 


To foster independence, the United 


States has done everything it coulc 
think of, and the question of whe- 
ther the U. S. colonization experimen 
on the islands has been a success 
or a failure is a topic for debate 
in every foreign office in the world 
Dutch and British in the Indies anc 
India probably think we are saps 
for not having exploited the islands 
more and for not keeping the natives 
in a more abject and subject state 
giving them the fruits and benefit;! 
of civilization more slowly. 


After 40 years of American occupat- 


ion, Manila itself is a kind of American 
metropolitan shambles.

beautiful 
buildings and

parks and the old walled city still 
has its color and glamor. But the 
presidential palace is next door to a 
brewery, and all over the city, thatch- 
ed roof hovels rear their unsightly 
slovenliness alongside 
respectability.

unprecedented appropriations for the 
government bookkeeping year which 
will end next June 30, officials con- 
trasted the new 6utlook with the 58,- 
424,191,570 spending budget that Pres-' 
ident Roosevelt submitted in January, 
before the huge defense program ma- 
terialized. 


The $13,000,000,000 spending estimate 


was predicted on actual cash disburse- 
ments on the more than $20,000,000,000 
which this congress either appropriat- 
ed or authorized in the form of con- 
tract obligations. 


The 57,000,000,000 margin between 


the authorized total and the estimated 
$13,000,000,000 in actual disbursements 
presaged an unspent carryover to the 
next fiscal year which might set new 
records.

We have opened schools wherever 


we could, with the result that Eng- 
ish is now almost as widely used as 
Spanish. Manila is education crazy, 
with universities, night schools and 
colleges turning out a white-collar 
class beyond all needs of the populat- 
ion. 


We hava fostered self-government 


l the idea that the islands would 


eventually be independent. A consti- 
tutional government has been set up, 
based on the American republic pat- 
tern, witli an elective president, na- 
tional assembly and local offices. 


Money Isn't Lacking 


We have poured millions into the 


noble experiment. After passage of Hie 
Tyclings-McDuffie act, excise 
taxes 


were placed on Philippine exports of 
sugar and coconut oil. On Nov. 15. 
1940, these excise taxes will be placed 
on all exports' to the United States, 
and the revenues of these taxes are 
all 
turned 
back to the Philippine 


treasury to support their experiment 
in self-government. 
Over $50,000,000 


was collected in the first year sugar 
and coconut oil taxes were levied, with 
the result that, at the beginning of 
1939, 
the Philippine treasury had a 


cash surplus of nearly §100,000,000. 


The islands themselves have pour- 


ed out millions for their internal de- 
velopment, building schools and bridg- 
es and roads in a vast network cov- 
ering the principal islands. Just this 
month, Sayre highway, named 
in 


honor of the present U. S. high com- 
missioner to Manila, was opened in 
Mindanao as first step to 
further 


homestead settlement of the rich, vir- 
gin farm lands of the big southern 
island. 


A start has been made at national 


defense, the building of a Philippine 
national army. Beginning in 1936, all 
Filipino males reaching the age of 20 
were required to register for com- 
pulsory military service. Twice a year, 
cadres of 20,000 of these young men 
are called up for six months' train- 
ing. Gen. Douglas MucArthur, retired 
U. S. chief of stuff, was put in com- 
mand of this training program at a 
Milai-y of $35,000 a year. On a 10-year 
program, $80.000,000 will be spent and 
by 1946 the Philippines will have 400,- 
000 men under 30 years of age, all with 
six months' training in infantry, art- 
illery and aviation. Backing this na- 
tional army, of course, is the U. S. 
regulra army and the Philippine con- 
stabulary. 


But navy there is none. 
Time was when Corregldor, fortress 


ynd naval base at the entrance to 
Manila Bay, ranked with Singapore 
oncl Hong Kong as a triangle of of- 
fense that insured English-speaking 
dominance of the China Sea. All were 
itations for naval squadrons of streng- 
th that could not be challenged, back- 
ed by shore defenses strong enough 


to stand off any invader. But Hong 
Kong is now on the defensive and 
Corregidor has been allowed to de- 
teriorate. All the burden now rests 
on Singapore. 


Naval defense of the Philippines 


would be impossible with anything 
less than a fleet the size of Japan's. 
All of the scatterned islands, with 
a coasi line of over 10,000 miles, are 
vulnerable. 


Quezon King Pin 


There is, of course, a general staff 


plan for the defense of the islands 
in case of invasion. And stubborn 
little brown Filipino fighters might 
make complete subjugation a long and 
costly business. But the supply lines, 
1300 
miles from Singapore or 
6000 


miles from Honolulu, would be hard 
to keep open. 


It's the defense angle, as well as 


the economic angle, which makes the 
Philippine problem 
the tough 
nut 


it is. 


Keystone, king pin, No. 1 man, and 


Mr. Big in any solution to the Philip- 
pines' fate is, of course, President Man- 
uel Quezon. He is the George Wash- 
ington of his country and perhaps 
also the Benjamin 
Franklin, 
the 


Thomas Jefferson and the Abraham 
L incoln. From Malancanan palace, the 
Manila White House, he runs the is- 
lands. 


He has been, accused of being a 


dictator, a despot, unfriendly to the 
United States, friendly to the Japs, 
and in addition has had heaped upon 
his head all the abuse that any lead- 
er can receive. He has advanced the 
idea that democracy can exist in a 
one-parly government, and as a mat- 
ter of fact his Nacionalista Consolida- 
clo party has n 12 to 1 superiority 
over all opposition. 


His stand on this point has been 


generally misunderstood, and as evi- 
dence, Quezon points to the 
fact 


that he himself has given support 
to the 
Re-examination 
Movement, 


wanting to have brought out in the 
national assembly and before the peo- 
ple every argument that can be made 
against Philippine independence. 


Whatever his faults, Quezon knows 


his Filipinos. No American high com- 
missioner can succeed in Manila with 
out Quezon's backing and support. 
And when the new status of the is- 
lands is determined, it will probably 
have to dovetail with the Quezon pat- 
tern, which fully recognizes that in 
this day and age, no small nation can 
exist while the wolves of GeVmany 
or Japan howl at the dooi-£tep,-4

Observe 12th 
National Week

National Business Women's Week 


was inaugurated in 1928 and was fos- 
terer by Emma Dot Partridge while 
she was the executive secretary of the 
Federation. 
During the past years 


the evolution of Business Women's 
Week has exemplified the evolution 
of the Federation's aims and activities. 


The National Federation of Busi- 


ness and Professional Women's Clubs 
is an organization composed of some 
seventy-three thousand women who 
are gainfully employed. The organiza- 
tion came into being at St. Louis, Mo., 
in 1919. It is impossible to estimate 
by any measure, 
the 
benefit the 


women of Amerima have derived from 
it. Through the mediums offered by 
the Federation, women are kept well 
informed as to international politics, 
war, unemployment, revolutions and 
new social trends. 


Each year the emphasis of National 


Business Vfomen's Week has been di- 
rected toward some achievement that 
would protect the status of earning 
women. On two occasions emphasis 
has been placed on democracy. First, 
in 1936 when bombs were bursting in 
air in Asia and in Europe, and de- 
mocracy was subjected to adverse 
propaganda, and now in this year 
when the fate of democracy still 
hangs in the balance the slogan of the 
Federation 
is, "Making 
Democracy 


Work." 


The National Federation has chosen 


for the year 1040-41 a program that is 
world-wide in its scope, and it is of 
greatest importance to the women of 
America. Regardless of whether an 
American woman holds a position Jn 
the business or professional world or 
whether she remains a guardian of the 
charm and graciousness of her own 
home, the choice is her own. It is a 
fact, however, that only so long as 
democracy continues will this be pos- 
sible. Women have most to fear from 
dictatorships. 
Such a regime as is 


prescribed by the dictators relegates 
women to the place held by women of 
the Asiatic race. 
The unique role 


alloted to them is to wait on men and 
bear their children. 


The aim of this country for nearly 


two hundred years has been to make 
democracy work. It must work. In 
order to do so it must begin in the 
mind and heart of the individual and 
extend into community, state and na- 
tion. 
The great army of American 


business 
and 
professional 
women 


pledge themselves to vigilantly defend 
and preserve this democracy so dearly 
bought and handed down to us by 
valliant forefathers.
